A heavy wind blew and the blaze carried 
brands to great distances, driving back the 
crowds of sightseers. Immense pieces of 
corrugated iron, torn from the sides of the 
upper elevators, were carried through the 
air and dropping in every direction, endan- 
gered the lives of firemen and spectators. 

Ocean Steamers Towed Out. 

Nearly two dosen ocean steamers were tied 
up at the docks when the fire started, and it 
was feared that a Sumber of them would 
be destroyed.

Yet with all the precautions 
taken, with the entire fire department of 
New Orleans and the employés fighting the 
flames, pulling down buildings when neces- 
sary, the entire property was destroyed. 


Chicago Offices Receive Newa. 

The first information to the general officers 
of the Illinois Central company in Chicago 
as to the fire came in a telegram to I. G. 
Rawn, general manager, from the company’s 
general agent in New Orleans, Hunter Leek. 
This message merely stated that the docks 
were on fire and that their destruction was 
possible. ‘ 

“The Stuyvesant docks are the largest 
single docks in the world,” said General 
Manager Rawh. They cost between 68. 
900,000 and $10,000,000. The two elevators on 
them are the largest on tidewater anywhere 
in the world, too, I belleve. One has a ca- 
pacity of a million bushels, the other of a 
million and a half bushels. The docks are 150 
feet wide and nearly a mile long, the frontage 
on the river being 5,000 feet. In building |

PROFESSOR SAYS 
STRIKES MUST BE 


N ecessary Evil, Declares J 
H. Gray of Northwest- 
ern University. 


W BELIEVER IN BOYCOTT. 


Defends the bympathetie Strike as 


an “Expedient Weapon“ 


were as a necessary evil 
under present industrial conditions by Prot. 
John H. Gray of Northwestern university in 
a discussion in the Young Men's Christian 
Association auditorium yesterday afternoon 
of The Labor Problem and the Union.” 
Incidentally, he declared that the merciless- 
ness and unscrupuiousness of the striker is 
8 against the ruthleseness of the em- 

oyer. 

The admittedly is a relie of bar- 
barism,”’ said Prof. Gray. Still, even with 
the violence, bloodshed, and . destruction 
which often attend it is hard to prove that 
the laborer behaves more improperly than 
the capitalist. 

“So long as employers refuse to confer 
with their men we shall have strikes. I be- 
Heve, however, that the phenomena of such 
demonstrations on the part of organized 
labor continually will become less and less.“ 

Prof. Gray defended the sympathetic 
strike, the boycott, the union label, and the 
closed shop on the ground that they were 
the “‘ expedient weapons of labor in a war- 
fare necessary, although regrettable. . 

defend these things ethically;’’ he ex- 
plained, ** contending that labor monopoly is 
the only antidote for capitalistic monopoly. 
The great problem which the future must 
face is a union of combined labor and com- 
bined capital against the consumers.“ 


One Vote Averts a Big Strike. 

One vote practically averted a strike of 
1,500 employés in forty sash and door milis 
in the afternoon. By this narrow margin 
the Amalgamated Woodworkers’ union, aft - 
er a long debate in a massmeeting at 122 
West Lake street, decided to accept the 
terms of their employers. A general walk- 
out had been planned for next Wednesday. 

One week ago the woodworkers rejected 
a proposition submitted by the Millmen’s 
association. They ed that their 
wages be increased to 30 vents an hour, or 
2 cents more than the present scale. The em- 
ployers offered a compromise of 29 cents. 
The vote yesterday was on the acceptance 
— a further coneession of the millewners, 


that the 30 cent ere 


should go into effect on March 1. 1906. 


Dissatisfied Men Fight Hard. 

Dissatistied members of the union stood 
firmly for the original demands. Encouraged 
by the success of the lumber teamsters in 
their recent strike against the Lumbermen's 
association, they fought bitterly in the meet- 
ing to have the issue brought to a test of 
strength. 

More than 500 unfoniéte were assembled in 
the hall when the vote was taken after an 
afternoon of debate. The situation developed 
peculiarly, inasmuch as T. J. Dawson and 
the other business agents advised against - 
radical action, while the rank and file of the 
membership were inclined to stand firm. 
When the votes were counted it was found 
that the conciliatory faction had a majority 
of one. A recount was demanded, but the 
ballots footed up the same totals as before. 

The agreement, which covers the next two 
years, will be signed some time this week. 
It contains a closed shop” clause. Until 
Sept. 1 the employés will be paid according to 
last year’s scale. 


Delay Strike in Skyscrapers.

Health Department Bulletin Tells of 
Prompt Discovery of Pollution 
* the City’s Supply. 


The * bulletin of the Chicago health 
department tells of the efficiency of the 
bacteriological analysis employed daily in de- 
tecting contamination of the water supply. 

The water from all intakes except that at 
Lake View suddenly showed pollution on 
Thursday, due to the breaking up of the 
polluted shore ice and its drifting out to the 
cribs before southerly winds. This condition 
obtained only a few hours, when the melting 
ice was carried out beyond the cribs, 

The Lake View supply, which has been con- 
taminated for some time by the Lawrence 
avenue sewer, also improved somewhat. 

The number of deaths from pneumonia 
shows a falling off, there having been 1,151 
from this cause in the first fifty-six days of 
1904, against 1,019 this year. The number 
of deaths from consumption increased by 
thirty-nine in the same period.
